Netscape bri

The Internet’s World Wide Web 
(WWW) has exploded within the 
past two years. 

Students at Clarke are able to view 
documents on the Web in several 
different ways. The net allows 
people to “hyperlink” documents 
together. 

Hyperlinking allows a person to 
simply click on a highlighted word 
and they are then get that document. 
This point and click metaphor makes 
the World Wide Web a very easy 
place to navigate. 

To start using some of the links 
included this week you can use Win- 
dows IBM-PCs (located mainly in 
the Keller Computing Center) or a 
Macintosh. 

If you’re going to the Keller lab, 
login at the red Netware screen as 
“mmedia” and double-click on 
Netscape when Windows 3.1 comes 
Up. 

If you are using a Macintosh (lo- 
Cated mainly in the Library’s Mac 
Lab) click on the Internet icon on 
the desktop/background and double- 
Click on the Netscape icon inside the 

ternet window. 

When Netscape first comes up, it 
Will present you with a “homepage.” 
At Clarke the homepage location is 
Called “http://www.” 

Don’t worry about the “http://” 
Part, it almost always stays the same 
for any page on the World Wide 
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After attending Saint Joseph’s 
College in Philadelphia, Pa., where 
he studied English, Bogacz later at- 
tended Syracuse University. At 
Syracuse he studied higher post sec- 
ondary education. Bogacz thought 
he might want to teach college at 
first, then he said he became inter- 
ested in wanting to help college stu- 
dents at a personal level instead. 

One of the many new ideas Bogacz 

plans to implement this year is a 
“trips” activity. After talking to 
many students, he realized many 
people have not seen some of the 
sights that are right in front of their 
noses. Bogacz plans to have trips 
to some of area sights, including the 
Maquoketa caves, horseback riding, 
and canoeing. There is a calender 
of events with all of the activities 
and dates.

Internet class. 

Below are addresses to some of 
the more interesting internet sites 
that you may want to try. 

To visit them just select the text at 
the near-top of the Netscape screen 
that says something simliar to 
“http://www.clarke.edu” and delete 
the text with the backspace key. 
Then enter any of the addresses 
from this article, such as “http:// 
www.springfield.com” to visit the 
Simpsons’ homepage from Fox 
Broadcasting - remember to type the 
address exactly as it appears. And 
now ... off to the Web.

If you’re interested in CBS this 
year - and who isn’t - then check 
out the CBS homepage. They allow 
you to communicate feedback about 
the shows. You can even check out 
the new fall lineup of shows by fol- 
lowing the ““You’re On” link to get 
a visual schedule and clicking on

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Four Clarke students teach

What were Jake Heinrichs, Deb 
Mutza, Allison Christianson and 
Kelli Miller doing in Nagasaki, Ja- 
pan? The answer is teaching. These 
Clarke students had the opportunity 
to teach English to Japanese students 
in English study camps from July 17 
through August 24. 

Heinrichs, a senior drama major, 
Mutza, a senior psychology major 
and Christianson, a sophomore bi- 
ology major are currently students 
at Clarke. Miller is a 1995 Clarke 
graduate who has her degree in phi- 
losophy. These students went to Ja- 
pan through an organization called 
Guy Healy International. Guy 
Healy, head of the organization, 
lives in Nagasaki with his wife and 
daughter. Healy has been running 
the organization for six years. The 
goal Healy is aiming for is to create 
peaceful relationships between the 
United States and Japan. He be- 
lieves that if more people go to Ja- 
pan, the relationship between the 
two countries will strengthen be- 
cause the people will be exposed to 
Japanese culture. Healy is also re- 
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sponsible for a three-week Japanese 
student exchange that takes place at 
Clarke. 

The Clarke counselors were a part 
of .a 20-member counseling team. 
Other counselors were from Wash- 
ington and Wisconsin. They taught 
six camps throughout their stay. 
Each camp lasted two to five days. 

The counselors had to submit an 
application to Healy to be consid- 
ered for their position. Healy read 
each application and chose the coun- 
selors based on their reasons for ap- 
plying. He picked students he felt 
would benefit most from the expe- 
rience. 

In the camps the counselors taught 
English by playing a variety of 
games. Baseball was one of the 
games they played. The Japanese 
students used English words and 
phrases to get on base. The student 
could get a triple if they answered 
three questions, a double if two 
questions were answered and so 
forth. At the end of each camp ses- 
sion the Japanese students would 
hold English competitions. 

“Working in the camps was very 
rewarding because the students were 
very determined to study English 
and they hoped that someday they 
could come to the States," Heinrichs 
said. 

Christianson explained that Healy 
was mainly concerned about the 
Japanese student's relationships with 
the American counselors. Creating 
the friendships are just as important 
as learning English. 

"In going to my trip to Japan I 
learned to adapt to a different cul- 
ture and it gave me empathy towards 
any individuals coming to America," 
said Christianson. 

Not all of the Clarke students’ time 
was spent at the camps. Much of 
the time in Japan was at home stays, 
when a Japanese host family takes 
an American counselor into their 
home. 

"The home stays were very impor- 
tant because I learned the most 
there," Mutza said. "I learned their 
customs and how different their 
lifestyle is from the United States’ ." 

Mutza explained that when you 
entered a home you always removed 
your shoes. She also learned about 
the Kimono, which is an article of 
clothing the Japanese wear for cul- 
tural events such as tea ceremonies 
and the traditional J apanese dance. 

The Clarke students emphasized 
that the Japanese culture was based 
a lot on tradition. They also admit- 
ted that the language barrier was 
tough. "I thought the people would 
speak English better, but I felt worse 
that I didn't know their language,"

and Miller also had the opportunity 
to experience the 50th anniversary 
of the atomic bomb being dropped 
on Nagasaki on August 9, 1945, at 
11:02 a.m. They visited the epi-cen- 
ter, the area where the bomb landed. 
They also toured the Hypo-Center, 
a museum with a collection of arti- 
facts and information about the 
bomb. 

The students said that they didn't 
feel the Japanese people held any 
resentment toward Americans, in 
fact they described them as very 
peaceful people. Heinrichs recalled 
Peace Park, a huge area full of stat- 
ues from all over the world. The 
statues were a reflection of peace 
and were dedicated to world peace.

Another event the Clarke students 
were able to participate in was the 
Bon Festival on August 15, the day 
when the Japanese remember the 
dead. They build floats in the shape 
of boats with lanterns attached to 
them. The purpose of the boats is 
to take the dead safely to the other 
world. The people parade these 
boats to the Nagasaki harbor and 
burn them. 

"This is a huge celebration. The 
Japanese believe the dead come 
back to visit them," Heinrichs said, 

"It was a fantastic experience to 
be able to travel, work and have a 
home stay visit. I would like to 
thank Guy Healy. Without his help 
I would have never have had the 
opportunity to go to Japan," Mutza 
said.
